Montreal, Nov. . 1-t.— The Star's Lon- 
don cable says: 

'•The Lord Mayor of London, in sum- 
ming up the achievements of his year's 
mayoralty, noten that £5-1,000 was cob 
iected for the Ottawa lire fund. A 
eomewhut bud impression, however, is 
created by the fuct that the public ban 
never been informed bow the money was 
spent. 

"These criticisms are pointed, because 
It was ut-fiorted before the fund was closed 
that the Ottawa fire committee already 
had more money than they knew what 
to do with. In Anglo-Canadian circles 
the oi)iuion is freely exprcfwcd that Lord 
Miuto and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, under 
whose auspices the English money was 
collected, should at once make a full 
public et.-itement. 

"I<\irther criticism is provoked by the 
publicaliou in the Times to-day of an 
appeal from the Bishop of Saskatche- 
wan for funds.

Emperor William Opens the House- 
Speech From the Throne. 

Berlin, Nov. 14. — ^'I'iie reichstag open- 
ed to-day at noon, in the Knighls' Hall 
of the i^cliloss, in the presence of the 
Emperor. 

The speech from the throne dwelt at 
considerable length on the events in 
(,'iiina, wliicli have t'X<'ited sncli dei'p 
emotion aiiKMi;,' civili/.i-d peoi)le, sayiiif;: 

In aiinoiinciiig that the relatioiin of 
Gerniaiiy with all the power,s are fjooil, 
the sjieech rcM'alls His .Majesty's M(aTow 
at the assa.sMiiiation of King Iluuihert of 
Italy, saying he was "My ally and dear

The speech then proceeds: "I winild 
sooner have considted the reichstag on 
the measures in Cliimi but for the neccs- 
fcity ot prompt action and the dilUciilty 
of funiisbing reliable information. 
Whenever the reichstag could form de- 
cisions or estimate' the expenditure re- 
(luired the governimnu felt eoiilident that 
the rejire.'^enlalivert wmild not refuse 
their snlisiMpicnt sanction to the neces- 
sary expenditure." 

'I'urniii;,' to domestic matters. His Ma- 
jesty said tliat in consiMiuence of the

She will sail 
JU or about Wednesday next, tile LMc*' 
lor I'ltcairii Uland, via lloaolain anu' 
other islands of the South I'auitic. The 
cruise is taken becansi' uf the rule Miat 
one of the vessels of the lleet ]« lu call 
there during the coniiiussion ^\i imcIi 
I'Cet on thitj iitutiou. The crui.se, ace.ud- 
ing tu her olUcers, has no connection with 
the proposed I'aciUc cable, survevs for 
-ishioh Jiave.betin iuude some distanue to 
the southward of the Hawaiian Itjles by 
Ji. M. survey ship Kgeria. The ollkeis 
suy the cruise iij for no other purpose 
than to puy the periodical visit to tho 
lonely Southern itsle. 

Cupt. Fleet, of H, M. S. I'hueton, 
senior naval olUcer at £s(iuinialt, re- 
UUestH that tho.se having magazines, il- 
lustrated papers, books, etc., which they 
are willing to donate to a collectiuii beiiis 
made for the South Sea resident.s wiil 
kiiully send them to the Seamen's Insti- 
inte, 57 Store strei't. and tlu'v will he 
collected and despatcljed by the Icaru.s. 
IJiey will, no doubt, the Cai)taiii savr\ 
lie greatly apiireeiated by the inhabitants 
ot that isolated spot. 

I'itcairn Island, wliither the Icarus is 
bouud, licti about 1'5 N. latitude, VM W 
uingitude, in tho Eastern i'acilic. It 
rises abruptly from the oceuu, with steei), 
lugged cliffs of dark basaltic lava. Un- 
like .the other South Sea islands, it has 
no coral reefs. It ia a small isle, about 
three miles long and two wide. The sta- 
ple foods grown by the settlers, who are 
(hwceiided mainly from the mutineers of 
the Bounty and their Tahitiun wives, 
.are sweet potatoes, .bauanaM, yams, turo, 
1 iiieapples, etc. 

The peopling of the little i.sland was 
dee to_thi.-i niutiiiy of the Bounty's crew. 
In 1770 tliitj ship was carrviug voung 
l.reud-fniit trees from I'ahiti to" the 
^Vest liidii't; for the Briti.sh goveruineut. ' 
Lieut. Hligli, t!ie comtiiaiider, was set j 
adritr. by the mutineeits in a small i 
launch, with some of his ollieers ;ind 
crew. They managed to make their way 
to Kulang, in Timor iDutch indies). 'Ilie | 
mutiuoors, 25 in numiier, all returned to 
Tahiti. Some were landed there uud si.v 
«ere coiRleiiined to be executed. Three 
were hanged two years later. The oth- 
cis, led by Christian Fletcher, leader of 
the mutiny, took the Bounty to I'itcairu 
IslaiKl, took possession of that island, 
and burned the Bounty. There were 
nine Englishmen, six I'olyiiesiiin men 
and twelve I'olyiiesiiui women. The is- 
land for two years after the landing of 
the mutineers, wa.s a veritaljli^ hell. 
Treachery, druukeiiiii,-^-, madness and 
murder niar];ed its lir^l few vears of set- 
tlement. All the mutineers were dead in 
-l.SOO, except .lohii .VilaniH. and he trained 
the young sons ami daugliier.s .,f the 
mutineer« in a dilTeront manner. Tho 
first British hliip to vL.ii the island was 
the Briton, which called in ISOS, and in 
1S17 the Togus called. John Adams died 
in 1828 iand then G. H. "Nobbs, nn ad- 
venturer, who had settled on tlie ifihind, 
was made chief magistrate. In 1830 tho 
islanders, then numbering 8T, moved to 
Tahiti, but returned the following year. 

\\'lic;\ they arrived back ou the i.s'land, 
tliey found .rosliua Hill, an adventurer, 
uho claimed to have government aullior- 
ity, and he tyrannized uver the .tietl h.-rs 
until tho coming of a IJritisli warshi]) 
ill IS'i.S. when his fraiVl was .di.scdvered. 
The iMipulation moved to .Norfolk 'Island 
in _l«5(i. They then iiiiuiliered In 
1.S58 some returned, and .siauie tlieigreat- 
er niiniher have relariied to I'itcairn Is- 
land. 

Afi the visits of ve.-^icls are few and far 
between to this lonely South Sou iriie, itlie 
coming of the Icurus will be iiuite iin 
event in the inland history.

It seems but a 
few daya ago since they- have left us— 
yet here tliey are back again, after hav- 
ing passed through a mo3t arduous cam- 
jpaign and acquitting themselTes most 
nobly. Some of those who were their 
companions when they started for the 
iiont, have, alas, paid "with their life'n 
■l)lood the price of Empire. Such are ll)e 
fortunes of war— but to those who are 
returning unscathed from the conflict, 
we say, a right royal welcome home. 



THE PERRY BY-LAW. 

The vote on the Ferry by-law is to 
take place ou tho 29th instant, sd that 
tho discussion will bo short. Doubtless 
it ■i\-ill also be sharp, for there is some 
<i|)posiition to the scheme from quar- 
ters whence a stiff light may be 
e.tpoeted, although it will not be a rea- 
sonable one. The city council has en- 
deavored to protect tho city's interests 
iu every w;iy in framing the contract 
with the Trustee, and the result is an 
agreement n-liich leaves nothing to be 
desired in the way of safeguards. We 
do not believe there is the least likeli- 
hood of any proposition for connection 
with the Mainland being submittal t 
the city on such favorable terms, if this 
one is rejected. 

Some of the opponents to tho project 
take the rather absunl position tliat 
what is asked is too little. Said one of 
them yesterday: "II $100,000 a year 
were asked there would be some sense 
in considering it, but it is no use 
talking about a matter only in- 
volving $15,000 a year," and he 
went on to talk about not hani- 
perlng the city's future action with 
anything of this kind. There is nothing 
in such an argninont as this. There is 
not the least probability that the city 
will be asked to give $100,000 a year to 
any project, or that the ratepayers 
would iigree to do so. We do not think 
that .?15,000 a year is the limit of their 
possible contribudon.s towards projects 
of this, nature. Indeed, we fully be- 
lieve that the oitect of this bonus will 
1)0 sucli upon tho buniness of the city 
that the niteijuyers will be more ready 
than they are now to assist meritorious 
projects; but there is no use in talking 
jlbout giving any conceni a bonus of 
$100,000 a year, because iit present the 
ratepayers simply would not stand it. 
At tile Tlieiitre mooting Mr. Karnard 
spoke i)f being re.idy to support a sub- 
sidy (If even .'JlOO.Ont) a year if it would 
secure the building of a riiihvay to tlie 
<icean wharves. We do not know wliat 
it would cost to builil n rail\v;;y from 
tho Market Building to tlie Outer 
Wharf, but the difference lietween 
$100,000 and $15,000 .-i yi-ni- i^ .'i;s,-,(KiO 
a year, whicli is nu)re limn -I per cent, 
upon .112,000,000, and we fancy tluU tli(^ 
ratepayers would not be willing to give 
any hucIi sum of money to secure the 
building of not much, if any, more' than 
n mile of railway. 

We sliall take up this q;:estiiin in all 
lis details during tlie time wliieli iri to 
■elapse before the day of voting. At 
liresent we wiph. to point out that under 
the proposed by-la^ the respondbility of 
the city is limited and conditional. An 
ofTort has been made to make it appear 
that the city may; be called upon some 
day to operate; the feiTy and railway. 
This is utterly' absurd. The city's lia- 
bility ends when it lins paid its .flH.OOO 
a year, and it only pays this for service 
actually rendered. If the fiervice pro- 
vided Jor;in:,the by-law ,is, not rendered, 
the city will^never be called 'upon to pay 
ft single dollar. If it is rendered for a 
time and then stops, tho payment stops. 
This conditional and limited liability of 
tlie city liSfto; elen<e'Rt,pf .iheiag^

which must surely commend itself to the 
ratepayers. 

It is a matter of great surprise to us 
that any one should suggest :that the 
proposed railway will not pay. . - The 
Fraser valley contains a vast' area- of 
exceedingly valuable laud. There is 
none more fertile in the world. It is 
bound to be all utilized at a veo' early 
day. Tho growing demand of the Yukon 
nmrkot will of itself lead to the rapid 
expansion of agriculture in that part of 
tho province. By this railway Victoria 
will become tho headciuarters of the 
trade to be developed in that magnili- 
cent region. If nut a ton of through 
freight from the East shall over come 
over the ferry; if not a carload of 
freight shall ever go over it from A'an- 
couver Island, the railway would be 
worth what it will cost the city, simply 
to havo it open ui) and make tributary 
to Victoria tho linc-st agricultural dis- 
trict on the whole Pacitie Coast. Dis- 
miss every other consideration, if you 
please, regard the project simply as one 
fur a railway through the middle of tho 
great Delta country, Surrey and Daug- 
loy, and it is worth .'J.-iOO.OOO t.. the city 
to have such a connectiun, even if the 
money had to be paid out. iu a single 
sum, instead of being exlended over 
twenty years. Smaller cities than Mt- 
toria have given greater bonuses pro- 
portionately for loss important projects, 
and found it pay. Uut the scheme is 
„,ore than a loc^al pr^jc'ct. It is more 
than an enterprise that will give eon- 
neetion with the Great Northern rail- 
wav. It is the beginning of an enlei- 
prise that we have all t;o much .'.esned, 
uanudy, a railway from the Coast to 
Kootenay. Build the line to l.ai.gley, 
as is proposed, and how long will it stop 
there? Not long, certainly, for the rich 
district of Chilliwaek would <-r itself 
ensure its extension. From (Uulhwa.'U 
across the mountains into the SunUka- 
meen country is not tiir, and the gap 
would soon be closed by rail. So ni 
voting on this by-law the ratepayers are 
dealing with a matter of tur-reaching 
importance. 

The people of Victoria ought to en- 
deavor to realize that tho project now 
before them will be the beginning of an 
era of progress, if they only rise to the 
eccasiou and close with the offer. If 
thev decide otherwise, if they let this 
opportunity «Iip, they uu.y have to wait 
a long time for another. 'Ihey ougnt 
not to let themselves be de.eived 
those who tell them that, although they 
eanuot support this proposal, they Wi 1 
support another. The identical oppos - 
tion, which is directed against this, will 
he directed against any effort to con- 
nect this city with the Mainland by a 
railway ferry. It a company vere to 
propose to make the connection for 
nothing, there are people m this city 
who would oppose it, and tboy are not 
in the transportation business either. 
Depend upon it, there is nu)re than the 
ferry scheme at stake in this matter. 
There Is the greater question whether 
Victoria shall awaken" and go to tlie 
front in competition with other cities on 
the Coast, or shall be content to remain 
a laggard in the race, which means the 
loss of business and preetige. There- 
fore we hope that the ratepayers, now 
that a by-law is before them which safe- 
guards their interests iu every possible 
way, will show thenisolves alive to their 
opportunities, and give it the ueceasury 
support.

Told Superintendent Hutssey Before His 
Deiith That lie Shot Will 
Ashley. 

As brietly stated yesterday morning, 
Thomas Couuell, the murderer of Wil- 
liam Aahley, succeeded in cheating tho 
gallowfj, the aelf-intlicted wound proving 
fatal.

A coroner's 
inquest will be held to-day, as a formal- 
ity, all the evidence showing a clear case 
of suicide.

\ictiiu, will take jdaco at 2 this after- 
noon, from tho residence of ilra. Con- 
iiell, Esquimau road. The Soiw of St. 
George, of which order deceased wan a 
inember, will attend in a body, the 
funeral being under their auspices. Con 
nell's funeral will occur on Saturday, 
from Hanna's undertaking rooniK. ile 
was a native of Clare, Ireland, and 04 
years of age. 

COMMITTISD FOB TRIAL. 

Indian Who Stabbed a Chinaman Goes 
to the Higher Court. 

In the police court yesterday, tbe In- 
dian, Joaeph Spollogton, who staUbed a 
Chinaman, Siug Kce, in the neck a few 
o\ening« ago, with a pocket knife, in- 
tlicting a very seriouej wound, was com- 
mitted for trial. Dr. Frank ilall, who 
atteiuli.'d the wounded man, stated in 
his evidence that it was only by a stroke 
of ^'ood luck that the man was not kill- 
ed, as tlie jiiglar vein narrowly escaped 
being severed.

Tho music of " El Capitun " is such 
as would bo expected of Sousa, whose 
coi;i[>osiLious made such a hit tJirough- 
uut tlie country. There are many l)relty 
passages in it; tho ensembles are 
grand, iiud in fact there is not a teilious 
moment during the time that the curtain 
is up. The plot is suUloient to hold 
together — all tbiit is now required of a 
comic opera. It is a story of tho 
Viceroy of I'oru, who goes over to the 
insurgent party when they are ia the 
ascendant, and returns to the imperial 
side when Spain again secures control. 
As is the case .with uU politicians wJio 
attempt to piny to both sides, the 
Viceroy gets himself into a lot of 
trouble, which ho placets on the shoulders 
of his faithful ehamberlnjn, Pozzo. In 
.-^ize and in every other way .1. W. 
Ivingsley and Frank Deshon, tlie Grau 
company's comedians, are well adapted 
to the respective parts of "Don Errico 
!Modigna, reccntl.v appointed viceroy of 
Peru," and Seuur Ainaliile Pozzii, cliam 
berlain, etc." Their every movement 
provokes laughter, and when occasion 
recjuiroB they can King good topical 
songs. 

The fun-makers do not monopolize tho 
whole of the opera, by any means, there 
being several very pretty songs inter- 
spersed, among. which the tenor solo in 
the second act stands out prominently. 
Mr. Joseph W. Smith— a rather unusual 
stage name, by the way— has a rich, 
clear tenor voice, over which ho lias per- 
fect control. llis solo was greatly en- 
joyed.

Uut the normal man— the man who is

On the lloor 
before them they crouch, a small ceiis(?r 
Si nils uj) smoke clouds of heavy perfume 
uhich is suppotscd to intoxicate the per 
foruiers to the wonddr-wdrkiug point. 

.\.s the thick elduds- of fragrant blue 
smoke ariJfc an extraordinary (diange 
conie.s over tlie fakirs. The musicians 
begin a low, plaiutivc Eastern sing- 
song, lieating time upon tlieir instru- 
ments; in a few moments they arc sliout 
ing ul full voice a wild, rapid, guttural 
cliant and banging tlieir drums in a kind 
of frenzy. 'J'he barl)ari<! music seizes 
the auiliimce too; ou" sees that p(Mi)le 
are turning pale and half rising in tlieir 
sfc.'its, as if under the impression of .some 
strange enchantment; one hears women 
giving that peculiar kinil of half groan, 
ii.'ilf scream, thit the negriK^s of the 
Soutii emit at a religiou.s revival. And 
all tlie while t'.ii' fakir who is to sliow 
forth the wonderful powers of his trlba 
is whirling to the music in a mad, irre- 
gular dance tliat absolutely fascinates 
one's gaze. His " condition increases 
every second; he > foams :.at the mouth, 
yells like a lunatic and every now and 
then llings himself over'; the .censer to 
drink in throuf^h the nostrils and mouth 
great draughts of the heavy, coiling 
smoke. 

There comes a moment when lie seems 
like a being of another world, some wovld 
wliore madness reigns supreme. His 
eyes are starting out of his head his veins 
stand out like strong blue cords on his 
forehead and on his bare arms and chest. 
He bites savagely^ at. the. floating cuds 



liis long robe — and all the time he 
whirls and yells, bounding over the plat- 
form like a panther. Then he m ripe 
for his experiment; he is incapaiilo of 
ling pain.

They return for the next experience 
This time it is the two luusiciaas -\vho 
give an exhibiticm. while the snake danc- 
er, after drinking some pntion to calm 
his luu-ves, returns to prove to the audi 
ence that he has not been harmed by 
the snakes he has handled so violently 
in his drunken frenzy. Iboiigh by way of 
parenthesis, it would he a ri'inarkably 
courageous snake that would liave pre- 
iieu of mind enough to defend itself 
against the attacks of a being iu such n 
state of furious dementia. 

'J'he musicians repeat tho extravagant 
Contortions -with which the first perfor- 
mance begon. Tlicy bang their instru- 
Uicnts with intensity that increases every j 
moment and constantly they inhale the 
heavy perfume. Suddenly, when the de- 
sired fury has seized them iu turn, they 
lling away their tambourines, and yelling 
like demons, bound all over tlio i)lalforin 
snatching up dilTerent -weapons which lie 
littered over the lloor. One of them 
thrusts a dagger full into his eye an.l 
I'-aves it sticking there while he capori; 
about singing what inie might take for a 
ch.int oL' victory of some tribe nf savage 
warriors. 'J'he other translixes his tongue 
with four slim-bladeil stilettos, and im- 
mediately afterward jabs a long knife, 
apparently at random, into his abdomen. 
It seems, as they do those things, that 
th 'y feel an intense need of some violent 
physical sensation to counteract the ex- 
alted mental state into which they have 
brought themselves. A long gurgle of 
satisfaction followed always on tlie in- 
thrust of the weapon into the llesb. 

The last act -was perhaps still inoro 
curious. One of the men took a long, 
stout nail with a sharp point, placed it 
over the top of his skull, then beat it 
hard in with a heavy wooden block. He 
riA-^e suildenly, as if in convulsions, and 
careered abeiil the stage for several min- 
utes \vitli the nail sticking out of his 
head, while his comrailes i>ounded their 
t.ambourines and raised the roof -vvith a 
loud sonorous song. l''iiially the man 
sank down exhausted. His dark bronz- 
ed skiu had turned to a sickly green and 
his eyes glittered strangely. A yoimg 
member of ithc congrci-s pulled the nail 
from his bead. It came out with dilll- 
culty and-the blood s[(urtcd. .Que of the 
troupe then made passes over .the head 
and breatlied on tho ^ppt. When he 
withdrew tiicre was only'a slight rt^ugh• 
ness on tlie skin of the scalp to show 
v here the nail had been. 

'J'he writi'r asked tlie secretary of the 
congress what, in sum, all thc.-;i' feats 
amount to; what was the explanation of 
these strange endurances. Tlie secre- 
tary confessed absolute ignorance.

Advices brought by the steaui.ship 
iiiupress oC China give the news that 
tho Chinese Emperor liad a narrow 
escape from assassination during the 
lliglit of the Imperial court from I'okln 
to ll^jiangfu. lu an imperial decree 
the Emperor himtielf tellts of tho attack 
as follows: " AVlien. the Imperial cor- 
tege w.is proceeding on its way for the 
new capital, llsiuu, aud while passing 
through tho village of Vian, district of 
Kiashiu, ijluiusi province, a certain 
madman, named Kuo Tong-yuau, who 
styled himself a Boxer chief, suddenly 
rusaod upon the imperial cortege with 
tries of vengeance and weapons on hi« 
person. He was seized by tlie guards 
and suiuiuarily e-Kocuted, witliout ti-ial, 
ou tho siiot. Cli'ou, magistrate of the 
district, who has been guilty of instigat- 
ing and encouraging the Boxers, is here- 
by forthwith cashiered and (iisiuksf^cd 
forever from tho public service." 

When tho Empress .sailed, tlu! press of 
the Orient contained column after col- 
umn, detailing prospects of serious 
trouble arising out of Herman aggres- 
sion iu .Sliauluug. One elTect of the 
mastJiug ot large (.icrniau forces iu Shan- 
tung is the alieuatiou of the fi-ieudship 
of (.iovoruor Yuan Shih-kai of that 
province, who has been a couMislent and 
valuable friend of the foreigners and 
tho missionaries. The occupation of 
I'aotiugfu aud destruction of property is 
also having a bad effect on hitherto 
friendly Chinese otilcials. Governor 
Yuan, .says a' corrcapondent of the 
,Tapan Mail in a letter from that district, 
is naturally rendered anxious by the 
liroximity of the largo (.lorman forces, 
lie Ins aildrossed a telegram to Li 
Iluug Chang, asking that a distinct 
Htatemeut be obtained from Field Mar- 
shal Walderriee as to the purpose of the 
large force assembled at Kiao-chou. Li 
replied that, not having met the com- 
mniuler, lie had i)oeii unable td'addroSs 
any (juostion to him. 

Another wrlloi' ^.ly.s of what lio callts 
tho " black outlook iu Shantung " thai 
'■ there is a general feeling that the 
Kaiser coutemplates a programme of 
aggression iu Shantung. It is pointed 
out tliat the Germans have a very largo 
force at Kiao-ohou for this purpof^o. 

It is uot nlono in Shantuug, thougli 
tlint tho Eastern writers, according to 
tho files received hero, tell of

no anti-foreign projudicct^, but that story 
is discounted by the report of an attack 
on a French steamer, •which, however, 
may have 'been unconnected vnth the 
robollion, but tho act of local pirates. 

Another writer says: " If the Soutli- 
crn rebels bo in reality anti-foreign iu 
nontiinent, tlioy will be all tho more 
exasperated by reports of further ag- 
gressions on tho part of the powers; it 
they bo anti-.Mauchvi, they will bo on- 
rouraged by iiUelligoucc that tho totter- 
ing (!ourt is being still more rudely 
shakPn. -Ml over China the oullwtk is 
"olack. It might liavo boon better if 
England, liko .\meriea and ,Tapau, had 
declined to 1)0 a party to tlie extoiisioii 
of operations." 

Tho ,Tnpaii ^lail eorrosponilout says of 
tho relielliou iu tho South that tho suc- 
cess of tho insurgents in their encounter 
with the imperial troops is incroas-ing 
tlio disnfTeotiou. Tho rebels wore mas- 
tew of a great part of the Kowloon and 
Tungkiang districts, and tJiey had 
gained possession of six Of the ten prin- 
cipal towns in HwutTehow, all •walled 
towns. The government troops sent 
from Canton wore recalled on October 
17, M-liich gives tlio iinprcs.sinn that at- 
tacks ou Canton itself wore feared. In 
view of this fear, the fact is signilicaut 
that a foreign oonsul at Canton reports 
having received a circular letter signed 
by a number of rofonnors, advising him 
to leave, with all bis uatiounls. as tho 
roformors wore defiirous of capturing tho 
city and overthrowing Alanchu power. 
On (')ctober 1,5 the rebels were ojierat- 
ing within .'50 miles of tho liritisli fron- 
tier, and on tho same date a report was 
given that thoy liad attacked a Ereiicli 
steamer on route from Kwan-chou to 
llougkong, killed tWoVpf'TlBr crew, and 
stolen .flW.OOO. 

Tihe loader of tho rolicia is Dr. Sun 
Yat Son, wlio some years ago hocamo 
notorious bocauso of tho attempt of the 
Chinese legation in London to capture 
him and send'him a prisoner to China; 
and Kang Yn Wei, the wcll-Toiown re-

former and head of the reform party, 
who Hod to America and lived iu Vic- 
toria for (-onio months, directing tlie 
pr.rty in America. Tho Triad secret 
society and the Habhas have joined 
forces with the insurgents. It wan near 
Wei-chou that Dr. Sun Yat Sou raised 
the standard ot revolt. Wlu-.i this city 
fell— It was the lirst taken— th(> Chinese 
say the robols beliaved iu a barbarous 
manner to the nmndarins who fell into 
their hands, and captured rebels wero 
siiiniuarily despatched, some with 
atrocious cruelties. 

DEFI2ATBD IMPERIAL TROOPS. 

A Canton correspondent -writes, under 
date of October 20: News has readied 
here tliat the rebels have mustered a 
great force, about 20,000, mostly llak- 
lins and Tuiigkin men, aud in a number 
of sanguinary lights have reiuilscd tho 
imperial trooi)s. a great nuniber of the 
latter being killed and w<uiU(U'd. Four 
ollicors who wore captured were bi'- 
headed publicly as a sncrilice to tho 
Mags of rebellion. Tlieso rebels wero 
marching to join those near Saiu-chuu. 
Their Hags bear characters meaning 
"I'rotect foreigners and destroy Man- 
chus." It is said that a great part of 
their fiiudt,- for iiroparation wero sub- 
scribi>d by tlieir brethren in .Singaiuiro 
and America, and stories have boon told 
from time to time of Amoricaus aud 
other foreigners directing thoir niovo- 
nients. The partizans of Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen are far more numerous than tlioso 
of Kan Yu Wei. 

"tt'hon the rebellion bi»gan the rebels 
did, not rob or harm the inhabitnnts, but 
inorely gathered wlmt arms, animuni- 
tiiMi aud followers thoy could ou the 
way. A missionary from tlie alToctod 
(lisirictH reports that ho was told by the 
reliel leaders: "You can go your own 
way, and wo aro not going to rob you 
or do you any harm." In Kwangsi tlio 
rebels who havn risen there have been 
joined by the "Three Dots" society. 

A niauifestfl issued by tho robols has 
been translated by the China Mail. In 
tills document thoro iiro sever.nl jmints 
worthy of note. No attempt is made to 
disguise the fact that China has boon 
beiifou, aud that slio is practically at 
tho mercy of lior foes. It is tho ChinP.'^o 
luandiuimitc, rather than tho foreigners 
as - a wholo, tvho are marked out for 
hatred in the- manifesto. The olUcials 
are blamed for the decay and distress of 
Cbiiia, and are charged with having be- 
trayed the coilntry. On the wholo, tne 
manifesto is x^^itriotic and remarkably 
free from bitterness of sentiment to 
other countries. It is a metrical docu- 
ment, written in scliolastic manner, 
showing tliat thoro aro scholars iu con- 
nection with thQ rebel movomont. 

■Tlio CWna Mull «Ay« the manifesto 
profe.sstw to come from tho neighborhood 
of the Kowloon Iliutorlaiid, where the 
rebels raised their standard on October 
n. Before raising the flag, tho Hag cero- 
niouies weto perforuied, eoiisisting of 
offering roasted pigs as a sacrilice to the 
spirits of tile Hags. 'l"hi> inaiiifesto was 
then distribute<l. Tho following day tho 
rebels moved to Sliawau, where fliey 
were mot by a body of imperial troops, 
whom the.v defeated with great loss. 
The news ot tlu! victory brought hund- 
reds to their standard. 

MONTE REV'S CLOSE CALL. 

News was brought by tho Eiupress of 
a Hro wiiicli broke out on the IJ. S. S. 
Moulcrcy on October 21. The vc-^^el 
has been lying for some time near ICo-.v- 
loon dock, and when the alarm of lire 
was given, all the (hn-k hands boanled 
the steamer and helped to extinguish the 
lii'o. Tho Haines came from the electric 
Hght room, aud it was feared that they 
would spread to tho magazine. The 
volunteer Hremon and crow, however, 
soon brought tlioir lioso into play, and iu 
a short time all danger was past, V'wc 
of the crow who wont below nan-owly 
oscaiiod (suffocation. The damage is 
•said to bo small, but the danger of_ a 
l>ig explosion and consequent loss of life 
was imiuinont. 

I'COiaOAN PALACE ON FIKE. 
vices received from Seoul report 
Ih.Ml; on October 1-1 Hre broke out in the 
palace of the Emperor of Korea and 
coiui>letely destroyed the sanctuary, 
whore the remains and mortuary tablets 
of tho imperial family were Icept. Tho 
fire raged for Uirec liours before it was 
extinguished. The residential portion 
of the palace suffered slightly. The 
cause of the fire was not known, but it 
was supposed to have been due to an 
accident. 

CHINESE TRE.VOHEIIY. 

A corrt-spondiuit of tho Universal 
Oazetto at Yiu-kou, Manchuria, says the 
awful massacres by tho Russians, who 
at the taking of .^igun, Kirin and other 
towns killed several thousand Chinese, 
were the result of a desire for vengeance 
bociiuso of tho killing of 200 Russian 
troops by the treachery of tlio Chiuoso 
(ionoral Sliou. The correspondent says 
tliat before the outbreak of hostilities, 
the Russian general called on General 
Shou and attempted to make a com- 
promiso. General Shou gavo a favor- 
able reply, but as soon as tho Russi:iu 
olllcer withdrew from his gates, lie 
closed them and opouod fire. Thus, 
taken by ennii''^^'-'. Russians lost 

over 200 "men. Tho sufferings of tlio 
licopio in Mauphuria luny thus, says the 
writer, bo justly attributed to tho 
treachery of Ceucral Shou. 

That general has siiice taken iiis life 
iu a ;nost tragic iiianuer. Ho swallowed 
raw opium, but doatli not cnming as 
speedily iis lio oxpoctod, ho climbed into 
his collln and ordered some of his men 
to fhoot Iiim. The c-oldiors refused, 1/ut 
on reproof fired. Tho first shot entered 
his stomach, niid ho ordered them to 
firo again. Several shots were neces- 
sary hoforo lie succumbed. 

A CO^VARDLY CREW. 

In .Tapan public opinion is uiucli ox- 
cited against the master and olhcers of 
the steamer Matsuyame Maru, which 
took fire near Ezan-zaki, When the

deserted her in tho boats, leaving tho 
])assongors to u. terrible fate which must 
have befallen tliem had not tho Mutsu 
.Maru happened to see the passengers on 
tho burning vessel and proceeded to 
their assistance. 'Tlie otHcors and crow 
have all boon arrested, and wore await- 
ing trial. 

The wreck of tho Eroncli warship 
Caravaiio, details of whoso foundering 
as a result of collision with the Yaiua- 
guclii Maru have been given, lias boon 
found. 

The efforts to raise tho .Tap.anoso tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Iliji, lost off Shan- 
tung, have been abundoijed. 

.-Vceordlng. to Intelligence from Tien 
Tsin. the allice have adopted a pro- 
gramme calling for the destruction of 
still resisting Boxor villages. In pur- 
i-:uance of this plan a dotacliment of 
Oormans wont to tho village of Shorion- 
sho, near Yangtsun, and destroyed it. 
Thirty Boxers wore seized aud shot by 
senteiico of a drum-head court-martial. 

.\ (luarrel between a crowd of drunken 
bluojaokots of tlio U. S. S. Brooklyn re- 
stilted ill tho fatal wounding of a sea- 
man named Burns, by Olson, the master- 
at-arms of tlio .ship.
